Its 
width is greatcr than the distance 
from Quebec to Halifax, or from 
Liverpool to Paris, or from Buffalo 
to New York, and its longth exceeds 
the distance from Chicago to Wash- 
ington or from 8t. Louis to New 
Orleans, or from Paris to Rame. A 
full sized map of the British Isles 
might be comfortably placed within 
it bound and enough left over to 
make a combined France and Spain. 


HISTORICAL SKETCH 


Alberta is part of the Great Princo 
Rupert Land over which the Hudson 
Bay Company obtained jurisdiction 
by receiving a Charter to Trade there 
tn from King Charles 11. For nearly 
two centuries the company endeavor- 
ed successfully to convey the im- 
pression for the outside world that 
the whole region west of the Great 
Lakes and the Hudson Bay was_un- 
fit for the production of anything but 
furs Towards the middle of the nine- 
teenth century, nowever, reports of 
the climate and vegetation became 
so favorable that after Confederation 
in 1867 the Canadian government pre- 
vailed upon the British Government 
to make a settlement with the Hud- 
son Bay Company with the result 
that the territory together with the 
jurisdiction thereof was taken over 
by the Government of the Dominion 
of Canada; while the company ac- 
cepted a cash bounty retaining as 
well one-twenticth of the land, and 
the fur trading privileges. Since that 
date every day reveals possibilities 
possessed by this territory. 

Alberta is named in honor of the 
visit in 1882 of Lord Lorne and Her 
Royal Highness ‘Princess Louie 
Alberta. In 1883 a transcontinental 
railroad connected the territory with 
both the cast and west, since which 
time advancement in every line of 
industry has been rapid and lasting. 
In 1905 it was incorporated as a pro- 
viuce and now enjoys tho full privil- 
eges of self government. 

The first settlement in the Province 
wos made in what is known as the 
foot hill country in the south. The 
ploncers camo by bull team from 
Montana, ond cattle raising was the- 
ir first occupation. The beginning of 
another settlement was made in Ed- 
monton, the enterprising pioneer 
making the long journey overland 
from Winnipeg in the famous Red 
River carts. Settlement gradually 
extended to the south of Edmonton 
with the
